horse, so dose after dose had to be 
given, the poor brute slowly and pain­ 
fully smothering to death. 
“Chloroform is all right for cats or 
dogs, but for lam er animals it is a posi­ 
tiv e cruelty, whereas a 
pistol,

aimed at the bead of any beast, will 
send It out of life so q uickly that It has 
not time to feel the shot or realize 
what has happened.”—New York Press.

Sandusky Portland Cement company 
works east of the city . Monday after­ 
noon three big steel coolers, having 
much the appearance of larg e boilers, 
were received, and within a few- day s 
three more of the devices, even larg ­ 
er than those received Monday , will 
arrive here. 
T he. coolers which were received 
Monday are forty -two feet long and 
nearly five feet in diameter. 
They 
are strong er than ordinary boilers, 
the metal used in their construction 
being half an inch in thickness. Ce­ 
ment. after its mixing , comes from 
the furnace at a white heat. It is 
then run into these coolers, which are 
revolving , and the process cools It, 
at the same time keeping it pulver­ 
ized. 
The coolers which are expect­ 
ed before the end of the week, are 
each 110 feet in leng th, and it w’ill 
require three flat, cars to carry each 
one.
